Rev. R F. Stuckey, the pastor, who 
conceived the idea of an old-rashloned 
meeting for old people and preached 
the flrat of the sermon*, also preach 
ed the sermon of yesterday. 
Instead 
of being seated raix*»d. the men and 
women yesterday mostly sat In sep­ 
arate pews on their own sides of the 
house, though no ironclad rule vss 
enforced. 
Instead of sitting and lis­ 
tening to the pastor’s 
prayers 
as 
usual, about all knelt yesterday and 
prayed with the pastor. 
Instead of 
waiting for the organ accompaniment, 
aU singers waited for Rev. Stuckey to 
“line” the hymns, and no chorister led 
the singing, but instead the pastor led. 
As few, if any were present, with 
“made-up" complexions, all could jhe 
better afford to weep as occasion de­ 
manded, and! this time honored priv- 
lege was lived up to often during the 
service, which proved to be one of 
soul stirring importance. 
The clim­ 
ax came at the last of the first divis­ 
ion of the sermon.

in ter original consisted of thirteen 
verses, not eight, as published through 
oat -the world during the teat, two 
yeyrs.

At that time A. M. R. 
Gordon, a Scotchman by birth, and 
whose real name was

McOregor 
Hose, was a member of tbe Montreal 
Herald staff. 
He bad been In the 
habit of writing veraes upon dlffar- 
ont. subjects, and was looked upon aa 
a very bright fellow indeed. The city 
editor, Aurning to him, said: 
“Give us a poem, Gordon, on the 
emperor.” 
An less I han an hour’» time he 
turned out thirteen 
versee, 
which 
were entitled by him, “Kaiser & Co.,** 
not “Hoch der Kaiser." 
The matter 
was sent up to the printer just aa it 
was written, and by some mistake 
the foreman of the composing room 
only picked up eight verses in type, 
leaving the other five verses on the 
galley. The paper went to press and 
Gordon, who was very particular about 
his matter being strictly correct, sot 
one of the first copies off the press. 
He at onee saw the mistake and the 
form was recast, not, however, be­ 
fore a few hundred had been sent in­ 
to the mailing room for the foreign 
malls. 
Thus the fact that only eight 
verses were copied In the papers which 
printed the poem at the time.

second edition it was given in full 
and signed A. M. R. Gordon.
